Documents 1-6 respectively describe a medical image diagnosing apparatus in which (1) the whole image 
of a test region of a subject is taken to form an image, (2) the image-taking condition is displayed on the whole 
image, for being set as an image-taking condition, and (3) the tomographic image of the test region is taken 
based on the condition, to form an image, characterized in that the apparatus comprises (a) a display means for 
displaying the said whole image and the said image-taking condition, (b) a display control means for the said 
display means, and (c) an operation means for variably entering the said image-taking condition displayed on 
the screen of the said display means. Documents 1-4 also respectively describe (1) displaying the said whole 
image and the said image-taking condition in a first portion of a display means, (2) extracting the said image- 
taking condition displayed on the said first portion and displaying it on a second portion, and (3) variably 
entering the said image-taking condition displayed on the said second portion, and further describe that at least 
one of image-taking position, image-taking range, number of image reconstitutions, image-reconstituting 
positions, and scanner angle is graphically displayed as the image-taking condition. Document 1 describes also 
that (1) plural image-taking sequences different in image-taking condition can be successively carried out. 
Document 3 describes also that (1) plural different image-taking conditions can be set, and (2) the image-taking 
position and the image-taking range are displayed by quadrilateral frames. Document 5 describes that (1) the 
number of image reconstitutions and image-reconstituting positions are displayed inside a quadrilateral frame 
by lines dividing the frame in parallel to the sides of the quadrilateral frame, and further (2) ROI is displayed by 
a quadrilateral frame that can be deformed or moved as desired. Moreover, (1) a display apparatus in which a 
mark displayed on a display means can be moved or reproduced on another display means, and (2) a display 
means having a pointer or touch panel are well known. 
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
